Brooks said it was general- 
ly unsightly and a letter was 
sent to the school. The 
school itself became in- 
volved and the problem 
seems to have subsided as 
kids are no longer gather- 
ing there in such large 
crowds.

Cats love small, dark 
places such as dryers, cup- 
boards and closets. Cat 
owners should remember to 
look inside dryers if the door 
has been left open. This 
could save a pet’s life. 

Losing a pet is like los- 
ing a family member in 
many ways.

Ata media briefing held 
Monday at the Fisher Drive 
Education Centre in Peter- 
borough, educators with the 
Board had an opportunity to 
provide an analysis of the 
local results of the Educa- 
tion Quality and Account- 
ability Office ( EQAO) Grade 
3 Assessment of Reading. 
Writing and Mathematics. 

As well, results from the 
Board’s system assessment 
on mathematics and literacy 
were also presented and 
an uly zed. 

“Overall we are pleased 
with how our students per- 
formed in both assess- 


* 


ments, says Bruce 
Brydges, the Board's Edu- 
cational Services Consultant, 
Assessmentand Research. 

“These results help pro- 
vide us with a measure how 
our students are learning and 
how muchthey have learmed. 
Assessments allow educators 
toreview instructional meth- 
ods so that the learning po- 
tential for our students is 
improved.” 


A Brief Snapshot 


Both Bry dges and Cathy 
Bruce, also an Educational 


- Services Consultant, caution 


that both the provincial and 
local assessments provide 
just a brief snapshot of stu- 
dentlearning. 

**EQAO has already 
stated that a number of 
changes to this year’s pro- 
vincial assessment made it 
impossible to compare this 
year’s results to last year’s 
results,”” noted Bruce. 


**While the results of our 


own system assessments do 
allow us tocompare the year- 
to-year achievement of our 
students, we do not rely on 
these results to give us the 
whole picture of student 
learning. Mini-assessments 
are conducted each day by 
teachers, allowing them to 
modify a teaching practice 
or unitto help students learn. 
As educators, we are work 

ing every day to help evalu- 
ate our students” work, and 
work to improve student 
learning.” 

As well, Bruce and 
Brydges agree with EQAO’s 
direction that the results of 
the provincial assessment not 
be used to rank or compare 
schools or school boards. 
Information from EQAO 
states that ““because of the 
comprehensive nature of the 
data, ranking is misleading 
and is not corsistent with 
the well-being of Ontario 
students.’

The history of poppies: Jn Flanders Field

“In Flanders Prelds™ ts 
one of the most popular 
pocms ever written 

it’s underlying message 
of respect for the fallen and 
longing for peace has

The poet, John McCrae, 
was a Canadian doctor. He 
wrote “In Flanders Fields” 
at the First World War's 
horrible Second Battle ot 
Ypres in 1915.

Throughout history, the 
scarlet poppy has been a 
symbol of life. But after the 
publication of “In Flanders 
Fields”, it became a univer- 
sulsvmbolof remembrance.

scarred landscape of west- 
em Europe, it seemed to 
thnve where nothing else 
could.

How Madoc got its cenotaph 


by Margaret Watson 


In November 1918, 
after the end of World War 
I, mention of a memorial 
honouring Madoc’s serv- 
icemen was raised at a meet- 
ing of the Madoc Women’s 
Institute. Mrs. Charlie 
Tumelty was authorized to 
approach council and call a 
public meeting to assess 
local feeling on the matter. 
In January of 1919 the In- 


stitute donated $500 toward » 


amonument fund which was 
put into a government bond. 
In October of 1920 a 


memorial committee was | 


appointed consisting of 
Mesdames James Hill, Wm 
Brooks, Higgs, Burnside, 


Charlie Tumelty.. Jim 
Caskey, T.L. Nickle, Jim 
Kincaid and Duncan 


McKenzie to obtain suit- 
able designs, and in No- 
vember it was agreed that 
the Madoc Women’s Insti- 
tute undertake to erect a 
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for the bovs who 
had fallen at the front.” 

By February of 1921 
the Institute set out to raise 
$1000 toward the monu- 
ment fund. The problem 
was not one of finance. Pub- 
lic. support ,was forthcom- 
ing: The problem was a suit- 
able site, and this problem 
was not solved until De- 
cember 1926 when lots do- 
nated by the estates of Mr 
and Mrs. Thos, Thompson 
were donated to the village 
for a community park 

Early in 1927. the

Coolantloss. 

Low coolant level leads to 
overheating, because there 
isn tenoughcoolant in the sys- 
tem to absorb engine heat. 
The excess air due to a low 
coolant level is a poor heat 
conductor and won't do an 
effective jobin transferring heat 
from the engine to be cooled 
by the radiator. 

The coolant level in your 
radiator should be filled to its 
maximum specified height.

Housing bolts on the water 
pump shquld be tight. If the 
bolts are tight and leaking still 
persists. the pump’ sinnerseal 
is probably damaged, and the 
pump must be replaced. 

Coolaft-hose leaks. 

Coolant hoses are struc- 
turally the weakest compo- 
nentsof acar scooling system 
and, therefore, the mostlikels 
source of leaks. Hoses are 
made of rubber compounds 
for flexibility. whichunfortu 
nately are less durable than 
metal. 

Iritense engine heat can 
harden and crack‘even the 
best rubber.. Oil, 
electrochemical degradation 
andeven time car break down 
hoses and cause leaks. - 

In many cases, hose leaks 
occur at faulty connections. 
Make sure the hose clamps 
are secure. If a leak still ap- 
pears change the hose. When 
replacing a hose, it is also a 
good idea to change the 
clamps. 

Toextend the service life 
of a hose, keep it away from 
damaging external elements 
like hot manifolds, oil-leaking 
parts and sharp edges. To 
avoid internal hose damage, 
donotuse soluble oils found in 
some coolants. - 

Because leaks are the No. 
| cause of coolant leaking 
problems, hoses should be 
checked every six months for 

leaks and replaced every 
four years regardless of ap- 
pearance. 

Heater leaks. 

Leaks can occur in the 
heater core or heater contro 
valve: A liquid sealant can be 
used, but more often than not, 
the heating-system units will 


have to be replaced 

Radiator leaks 

The MOSTCOMMON CHUSeS 
of radiator leaks ure loose pet 
cocks or plugs. Simply tight 
ening these will fix the prob 
lem. 

An inadequate seal on the 
radiator cap also can cause a 
radiator to leak. Periodicalls 
check the seal for cracks and 
the metal cap for must. A faulty 
radiatorcap will not fully pres 
surize the remaining coolant. 

White stains point toa more 
serious problem. These stains 
indicate coolant reacting with 
metal parts. Pouring ligtid 
sealant may fix the problem, 
but usually, the radiatorneeds 
to be replaced or repaired. 

Engine leaks. 

Leaks in the engine block 
oecur where there is a bolted 
housing, like the thermostat or 
water-pump housing. You 
should inspect for leaks inthe 
block's drain plugs and inthe 
core plugs. These plugs are 
covered by metal discs, and if 
these discs corrode or loosen, 
coolant can leak from the 
block. 

If leaking continues after 
you have inspected everything 
mentioned above, then the 
coolant leak is probably inter- 
nal. This can be confirmed by 
looking for oil in the coolant 
exhaust system or transmis- 
sion fluid. A visual check of 
the coolant will reveal the pres- 
ence of oil, but forexhaust and 
transmission. mspection must 
be performed using sophisti- 
cated equipment 

Ineach case, internal leaks 
can result incracked htadsor 
blocks. blown head gaskets, 
and loose or damaged head

Have your mechanic in 
spect your tires toensure they 
have some treadgife and are 
not showing any bald spots 
(an indicator of improper wear) 
or bulges (usually adefectin 
the tire or asymptom of erratic 
driving habits, like comering 
too fast). Both will affect your 
car’sstopping: anddriving per- 
formance.

Since mistakes can be 
considered learning expe- 
riences, take a look at the 
correct answers, and learn 
some general facts about 
caf-care maintenance. 

* Fuel filters - The main 
function of the fuel filter is 
totrap contaminants like dirt 
and rust and prevent them 
from affecting engine op- 
eration and fuel perform- 
ance. A clogged [filter can 
result in such problems as 
hard starting, lack of high- 
speed power and stalling. 
Typically, original equip- 
ment manufactérers suggest 
changing your fuel filter 
every 30,000 miles, al- 
though some mechanics 
recommend an annual re- 
placement. 

* Tire rotation - Tire 
rotation is recommended 
every 6,000 miles in order 
to ensure that tires wear 
evenly and to prolong the 
life of your tires. An easy 
way to remember this task 
is to have the tires rotated 
during every other oil 
change. 

* Oil filters - The oil 
filter’s job is to trap impuri- 
ties like dirt, metal particles 
and carbon particles (soot), 
keeping them fromcontami- 
nating the oil and decreas- 
ing its effectiveness. The 
oil filter should be changed 
every time you change the 
oil. 

* Motor oil - Acar’s oil 
should be changed every 
3,000 miles, along with the 
filter. Turbocharged and 
diesel engines require more 
frequent oil changes be- 
cause of the high tempera- 
tures that the turbocharger 
bearings endure. 

Now that you know when 
and why, learn what to put 
in your vehicle. Whether 
you change your oil your- 
self or have the profession- 
als do it for you, there are a 
few facts and terms you 
should know before choos- 
ing a motor oil. 

* The letters and num- 
bers -You've seen the 
strange configuration of let- 
ters and numbers before - 
5W-30, 1SW-40, 1OW-30 - 
but what does it all mean? 
The coding found on the 
front of a motor oil bottle 
refers to the product's vis- 
cosity, or flow rate/thick- 
ness of the oil. 

Checking your owner’s 
manual usually will answer 
the question of what oil 
grade is best for your vehi- 
cle. Engine manufacturers 
highly recommend 
multigrade engine oils. 
These lubricants provide 
good flow at start-up, but 
still maintain thickness at 
high temperatures, allow- 
ing your car to adapt to a 
greater range of circum- 
stances. 

* Synthetic vs. petro- 
leum - Not all of the motor 
oil used today is made from 
the traditional crude oil 
taken from the ground. Syn- 
thetic oil is a type of man- 
made oil created from 
chemical reactions.

grated systems (so there are 
fewer parts to separate or 
break off) to eliminate this 
problem as muchas possible, 
but corrosion is still a possibil- 
ity. 

One thing drivers can doto 
prolong the life of the exhaust 
system istoreduce the number 
of short trips they take. If you 
have several things todo, save 
them upand make one longer 
errand out of several smaller 
ones. That way, yourcar (and 
itsexhaust system) will warm 
up, saving fuel, reducing 
tailpipe emissions, andelimi- 
nating the water intheexhaust 
that tends to cause corrosion 
from the inside out. 

Anexhaustsystem includes 
a muffler which feeds the en- 
gine noise through aseries of 
baffles to make it quieter, a 
catalytic converter which re- 
duces the tailpipe emissions, 
and piping that connects these 
elements tothe engine. Some 
systems also contain a reso- 
nator,so yourcar sounds more 
like a mean muscle machine 
and less like a sewing ma- 
chine. 

Catalytic converters do 
wear out. Long periods of 
idling may “cook the catalyst” 
because the temperature in the 
exhaust will rise without any 
compensating airflow tocool 
things off. 

So if you want to avoid a 
rumble, take good care of 
yourexhaust system. 

Like so many otherthings, 
taking alittle time tocheck can 
help you avoid big troubles 
and big expenses.

Tweed Says no to 
Peterborough and 
Havelock garbage 


by C.L.Marriott 


Tweed -- [twas NIMBY 
(not in my backyard) on 
Nov. 17th at Municipality 
of Tweed meeting. Council 
was in receipt of two re- 
quests to have outside gar- 
bage dumped .in Tweed 
waste sites. A vear's waste 
would potentially add some 
42,000 tonnes per year to 
local dumpsites. Council 
made it clear it was not 
interested. Two motions 
stated that the Certificate of 
Approval for local waste 
sites would not permit such 
an agreement 

Tweed received the re- 
quests from the Citv of Pe- 
terborough and the Town- 
ship of Havelock/Belmont 
‘Methuen. Garbage collec- 
tion proposed to Tweed's 


waste sites was requested 
for a period of 12 to 18 
months. Peterborough col- 
lects approximately 40,000 
tonnes per annum and 
Havelock just over 2000 
tonnes 

Peterborough explained 
that, "there is a potential gap 


of between 12 and 18 


months from the time when 
the current certificate of ap- 
proval expires to the date 
that the necessary approv- 
als for the long-term expan- 
sion of the site are in place." 

Havelock's request for 
the period of 18 months 
coincides with Peterbor- 
ough as, “the municipality's 
Long Term Plan is to trans- 
fer the township's waste to 
the Peterborough County/ 
City Waste Management 
Master Plan Site.”
